L pretumo that the ‘onttlefastonor’ re- 
ferred t) by your correspondent is an im- 
proved inethod of fastening stanchions, as 
thoro ar) sovoral devices for holding them 
in place snd one for shutting and fastening 
S whole row simultanoously. Stadchions 
aro gonerally used by farmers because cat- 
tle, when confined in them, can be placed 
closur together, and they are, perhaps, less 
trouble than other fastenings. Universal 
custom, also, has a great deal to do with 
their use, but this does not lesson their tor- 
ture & cattle. Any one who hasseen the 
repeated struggles and efforts of a cow try- 


range, but it is necessary for us to provide 
for the hard winter months. A cheap and 
practical way to obtain green food during 
winter ia in tho following method : 

Take all. ths outside leaves of cabbage 
which aro generally thrown away as une. 
less, and put them in layers with common 
rock salt, in either, for that purposo,ear- 
then pits or clean barrels ; stamp as solid 
as powsible, cover it up well and let it fer- 
ment. Ins very short time a veritable 
sour cabbage is obtained, which will keep 
through winter, and will proye,as an addi- 
tion to their regular food, yery valuable to 
our pets. The cabbage can be given raw, 
but it is preferable to feed it cooked, in a 
lukewarm condition. The chickons eat it 
with great relish and thrive wonderfully, 
a8 it does not only add to their good con- 
dition during the hard and cold winter 
months, but induces them to commence 
laying early and continue diligently. 
Expericnce has shown iu Germany the 
merits of feeding sour cabbage, and! can 
ouly advise the readers of your valuable 
journal to give ita fair trial, as it. ia not 
connected with any great outlay of either 
labor or expense, and 1 am oertain that it 
will give satisfaction to all. 


— 


Winter Care of Stock. 


The most important department of farm 
work at the present time is the care of 
farm stock, Dairy cows and store sheep 
require a great deal of attention. The old 
worn out and unprofitable cows shovld be 
sont to the shambles or disposed of to 
drovers for whatever they will fetch. 
There is no economy, but rather actual 
loss, in feeding such cows a single day after 
they can besold, The cows which are to 
be kept as the source of next year’s income 
should be provided with warm shelter, and 
be fed, uot merely enough to keep them 
alive, but more than that. They should 
be fed all the most nutritious fodder they 
willconsume. If less than this is done, 


. the feeder’s priacipal object is not accom- 


plished, Care should be exercised daily 
that no animal is allowed to injure another. 
Some animals are slow eaters, and others 
are very fast, and in these circumstances, 
by a little negligence on the part af the 
attendant, some animals will thrive and 
others will be starved, and to tho unobser- 
vant attendant the cause will be unaccoupt- 
ed for, 

Some men, too, are naturally successful 
cattle feeders, while others are deplorably 
unsuccessful. [ haye known men who were 
80 careless of the safety and comfort of 
their stock that they would allow ice to ac- 
cumulate onthe approach to the» stable 
door until, perhaps, their attention would 
be called to the danger by a broken leg. 
Watchfulness aud care in small things is 
one great secret of the farmer's . success. 
Sheep should not be allowed to run in the 
same yard with cattle or horses on account 
ot liability to accident. They should be 
fed plenty of good hay, with a little grain, 
daily.

Ys the Oreamery all Gain? 


Dairymon have been used to claim that 
one great advantage of the creamery ays- 
tem was that it relieved the women from 
the care of the dairy and from the labor 
of attending to the cream ind making the 
butter. This claim is undoubtedly well 
founded, but it may be questioned if this 
relief is,all gain or if it is not accom- 
panied by a serious loss to the dairymen 
and farmers without any adequate advan- 
tage. Now. we completely abjure the 
theory or belief that freedom from such 
labor or care a8 may be well and easily un- 
dertaken by women is an unrhixed benetit. 
‘here is a good deal of nonsense and fool- 
ish gush about this business, and sensible, 
practical women have no desire to abandon 
all employment of such light kinds as will 
not overtax their strength or interfere 
with household and family affairs, and 
their opportunities for study and intellect- 
ual pursuits and ether recreations. The 
dairy is especially well suited to the fem- 
inine disposition and capability, A man 
may manage the cream and make butter 
as woll asa woman can—sometimes; but 
he rarely possesses those instincts of neat- 
ness, order, regularity, deftness, cleanliness 
in details, and those other little niceties 
which go to make up the best quality of 
butter, and which ure the especial character- 
istics of the feminine mindand hand, And 
it isa question if the women who aro atill 
burdened with the drudgery of butter mak- 
ing; the slopping over pans, pails, and 
utensils, haye not more sbundant work laid 
upon them in this way through tho want of 
neatness common to the men. 

We have observed much of this, and es- 
pecially how o man will not hesitate to 
plump down the milk pail in his off-hand 
manner, quite neglectful of the fact that it 
may rest upon a quantity of filth; while a 
woman will carefully gathor a handful or 
two of cloan litter to protect the bottom of 
the pail, In tho after washing of the milk 
phils this difference is a sorious*item in the 
labor of cleansing the utensils, in that it 
brings into the sink the foulest and most 
penetrating odors of the stable. But mar- 
ket reports tell the tale in, the most con- 
vincing manner, and just now wo find that 
creamery, June packed butter is quoted at 
18 cents per pound—while the top of the 
market is over 40 conta.

The moderately 
fat carcasses Of these animals from the 
University farm were in all cases noted by 
the committee of judges at the Ohicago Fat 
Stock Show as being more profitable for 
consumptien than the very fat. animals 
slaughtered at the same time ; and of these 
college-bred steers the one with the largest 
per cent. of ‘tallow was ranked lowest in 
respect to merit of carcase ; the catoase 
which took the firat premium had the larg- 
est proportion of lean meat to gross weight 
as compared to any carcase Bin the show. 
This judgement of experienced butchers 
may serye to enforce tho, lesson taught by 
the results of careful German experiments, |= 
showing that in feeding for the stalls there 
isa point when tho animal is about half 
fattened beyond which further feeding adds 
but a small quantity of meat to the carcase, 
and reall does little else than to load it 
down with fat.—Gi U. Caldwell in New 
York Tribune.

has been surrendered on every 
soon after nightfall to the coasters. After 
dark it has been perilous to walk the 
streots, and there have been accidents to 
men, womon, boys, and horsea without 
number. On the various hills around 

Norwich a spectator counted one evening 
last wook noarly one thousand sledsof every 
doscription, from the long pickerel double 
ripper to the small boy’s tip-up and the 
homemade miniature ripper. At the foot” 
of Broadway hill is a large square, flanked 
by publio buildings. Six streets open upon 
this square, and three of the streets are 
precipitous hills, Down these descents 
dashed for hours from one totwo hundred 
sleds, All passed across the squaro at 
lightning speed, and few pedestrians were 
bold enough to face them, taking rounda- 
bout avenues to reach their homes, On 
Boswell avenue, a famous hill on the east 
of the town, the double rippers covered a 
mile before coming to ahalt. In these 
sliding matches, young and old, male and 
fomale, participated. Aged men and grey- 
haired matrons were often seen careering 
at railroad speed on the oak plank of the 
ripperjorjthe resplendent upholstered oush- 
ion of the expensive double sled. 

Tho double-rippor is a late invention of 
Young America, but is familiar to country 
ple. Itsrelation to the ordinary sled 
is that of the ice boat to the skate in point 
of speed. 1t is formed by yoking up two 
large sleds tandem, and joining them with 
a narrow oaken plank. The pilot sits on 
the prow of the plank, and ateers the front 
sled with a foot tiller. The ripper is made 
large or small to suit the plan of its pro- 
prietor. Norwich and New London haye 
long vied in the development of double- 
ripper architecture, and they look upon the 
coasting men of the weet of New England 
as simply amateurs. In the course of the 
past hve winters they have developed 
coasting into a sport as distinctive as 
yachting or horse racing. They have their 
peculiar modes for building and their 
peculiar terms to describe features of the 
sport. They have undoubtedly attained 
rates of speed unequalled anywhere else, 
and fearlessly take risks that would appal 
tyros. ; : 

Each winter New London sends her 
liveliest double ripper and her favorite 
riders to Norwich on a January evening to 
compete for the championsnip of the seas- 
on. Theasleds that are used in these 
matches-are t structures, that will seat 
eighteen to thirty men. The place chosen 
for the contest is Fox’s Hill, in Preston, 
8 populous suburban village just across the 
Shetuoket river. It is the highest point of 
land, with the exception of Taunton Hill, 
4 along the Uonnecticut seaboard. It is a 
Titan amohg the other eminences around 
Norwich. It is called Fox’s Hill because 
the old tavern of Mrs. Fox, who, fifty 
years ago, entertained charooal burners 
from Voluntown, still stands on its brow.

boon given to tho welestion of tho best and 
mort profitable cows for tho dairy. Thin ns- 
sertion is made on’ the statements of Mr. 
Allonder, ot tho Aylesbury Dair Company, 
Dr. Voelcker, Mr, Tisdall, Mr. Jenkins, Mr 
D. Long, Mr. C. 8. Read, M.P,, Mr. J. K, 
Fowler and Mr, Treadwell, of the Farmor’s 
Club Tops of Court Hotel, Holborn, London, 
And in this country we have as many and as 
good authorities to prove that selection: bay 
aa greatly bonefitted the dairy here as in Eng- 
Innd, in the namos of a Willard, an Arnola, 
a Henry Stowart, Dr. Sturtevant, Wm. Cro- 
zior, a Havermeyer, a Holly, Wm. B. Diua- 
more, a Harding, a Sturtevant, and scores of 
others,

Selection, howevor, requirce the necessity 
of tustiog the products of the individual cows 
of thedairy. ‘This is the bugboar against ao- 
loction. ‘This at firet may seom to require a 
great deal of trouble and care to those unao- 
customed to experimentation even of the sim- 
plest kind ; but when one makes up bie mind 


| that it is as necossary for the daivyman as it 


is for the merchant to use thdught, pon, ink 
and papers those loast disposed will take to it 
kindly when it is a money making expedient, 

This, then, 1s all that is required to put two 
cows into one skin: A pencil and slate on 
which the name of cach oow is written on the 
left hand margin, with the months and dates 
ovor the top, and a eprivg scale hung in some 
convenient plave to bang the pail on, of each 
cow's milk, and the weight revorded on the 
line fo'the right hand of horuame, The elate 
may bo written up every week, on a sheet ar- 
ranged for tho purpose, This ‘s all there is 
abeut it, except tho gratifying result of know- 
ing exactly which are good cows, and which 
Py and which aro woree than worthless, 

‘armers to some extent teat the fertility of 
their fields by the relative quantity of crops 
raisod upon them; their meadows by the 
loads of hay, the profitable breed of hogs b 
the weight of pork they have to epare att 
ly ;, but.they seldom—and few ot that—ever 
tost the weight of milk of the cows of the 
dairy. It id true that an egg is an gg, though 
it may be a goose egg or a sparrow's epg ; and 
it is also true thata cow is a cow—excopt 
when there are two cows in one skia—though 
one may be of the best and tho otherof the 
worst kind. 

It is also true that some breeds of cows are 
better adapted to milk production - some to 
butter making ; and others to cheeze ; and 
othore Which are good for milk, and, in case 
of accident turn profitably into beef ; ond it 
ia a fact that well bred or high grades of the 
appropriate breeds for the kind of dairying 
pursued are more profitable, 

The English are partial to the milking 
strains of Short-horns for milk produoors for 
towns and cities, ia rich pasture districts. 
Bnt on high or rolling grounds thoy prefer the 
red Norfolk and Suffolk polled cattle, In 
the same kinds of rouyh pastures io this coua- 
try theee adwirable polled animals would add 

reatly to the protits of the dairy aod the 
‘arm, because they aro good milkers, make 
good beef, and the steers are useful for light 
work. Kut whatever the breed, and what- 
ever the producte—beef, butter, milk, cheese 
or labor, the same judicious selection should 
be made, to seoure the best results. 

Tho Jerseys, the Guernsoys, tho Herefords, 
the Polled Angos, the Short-horns, the Ayr- 
sbires, the Holsteins, the Devons, the Nor- 
folks, tho Suffoiks, the Swiss, the patives, 
the grados, the scrubs, ore all animals of 
relative value or relative worthlessnese, and 
require rigid selection to secure the most pro- 
fitable herd. No matter how long the i- 
groo, how admirab e the form, how solid the 
color, how perfect the escuichcon, how mellow 
the skin, how black the points, how large tho 
udder ; if the cow does not come up to tho 
highest excs'lenve in quality and quantity of 
product, she is not the best cow to keep in 
the herd. Keep on testing aud selecting, and 
you will be amply rewarded for all your pains- 
taking in the anoual income of your dairy. — 
Am, Dairyman, 


Bull of Fare for Hgg Production. 


‘Fanny Field,” whose excoptional achieye- 
menta in egg production during tho cold 
months has been chronicled in these columns, 
reports to the Prairic Farmer her method of 
feeding, about which some of our readers have 
inquired, Hons must be supplied with egg- 
making matorial and this must not be con- 
sumed as fuel to keop them warm, Success 

resupposes comfortable and clean quarter, 

Yorn is fattening, but on this ration alone, 
even in abundance, ‘there will not be eggs 
enough to pay for the trouble of shelling the 
oorn, 

“My way of feeding fowls in winter—and 
it works wonderfully well—is to give them a 
warm breakfast every morning, just as soon 
as they can seo to eat, o few handfyle of grain 
at noon,and a full feod of grain at night, Tho 
warn breakfast istmado of vegotablos, tur- 
nips, beets, carrots or potatoos, boiled and 
mashed up with wheat bran; or oatmosl 
scaldod with ekim milk; or refuse from the 
kitchon boiled up andthe soup thickened 
with bran ; and when sweet apples are plenty, 
we boil them, and mix with cornmeal—somo- 
times one thing and sometimes another; wo 
don’t believe in feeding one thing all tha time, 
and the hens don’t believein it either, I 
don’t think that my biddies need the noon 
food bocause they are hungry, but I give it to 
thom to make them scratch for exercise and 
to keep them outof misobief. I scatter it 
around among tho litter uador tho shed and 
lot thom dig it out. This*tlusch’ is genorally 
oats or buckwheat, and once in a while suo- 
flower seed. At night I gonorally food corn ; 
but if [ could got wheat cheap enough, I should 
food that at loast ba'f of the time, My fowls 
have water or milk by thom all the time, and 

reon food 1s suppliod by fastening cabbage 
heada up where the fowls oan he!p thampolver, 
Sometimes, when somebody has time tu at- 
tend oit, we give thom a change in groon 
food in tho shape of raw tnrulps or swoot

Milk is a food that should not bs takon ia 
copions draughts, like beer or other finidn, 
which differ from it chemically, If we con- 
sides the use of milk in infancy, the phyt- 
iological ingestion, that is, of it, we find that 
the sucking babe imbibes, little by little, the 
patural food provided for it.. Each small 
mouthful is secured by effort, and slowly pro- 
sented to the gastrio mucous sarfacs tor the 
primal digestive stages, It is thus regolarly 
and g dually re'uced to ‘curd, and the 
stomach is not oppressed with a lump of half. 
coagulated milk. The amo principle should 
bo regarded intho case ot the adult, Milk 
ehould be slowly taken in mouthfuls, at 
short intervals, and thus it is rightly dealt 
with by the gastrio\juice, Itmilk be taken 
aftor other food it is almost sure to burden 
tho stomach, and to cause discomfort and 
prolonged indigestion, and this, for the ob- 
vious reason that thore is insufficient diges: 
tive agency to dispose of it. And, the bet- 
ter the quality of the milk, the more severe 
tho discomfort will be under these condi- 
tions, 

Milk is insufficiently used in making sim- 
ple puddings of such farinacoous foods as 
fice, tapioca and sago. Distaste for thesois 
engendered very otten, I believe, because the 
milk is stinted in making them, or poor, 
skimmed milk is used. Abundance of new 
milk should be employed, and more milk or 
cream should be added when they aro taken. 
In Scottish households this matter is well 
understood, and a distinot pudding,plate, 
like » small esovp-plate, is uted for this 
course, Tbe dry messes commonly rérved as 
milky puddiogs in Eogland are exactly fitted 
to create disguet for what should be a most 
excelent aud delicious part of a wholesome 
dincorfor both children and sadult#.—Dr, 
Dyce Duckworth, n Povular Science Monthly.

INTRLLIGENOBK 
reporter paid a visit to Mr, Thos, Lockerty’s 
Tobacco Factory yesterday efternoop, in 
ordor to viow the process and earn” somo 
facta about tho tobacco industry, Prob- 
ably Mr. Lockerty’ ‘a factory ia the oldestone 
in this district. [t waw ostablishod in 
1863, and aince that timo it has continued 
to flourish, its output growing largor, and 
the quavtity of its products improyiog, 
with each succeeding year, Of lato, Mr. 
Lockerty’s business had been growing s0 
rapidly that ho found it necessary to furnish 
new and ampler accommedation, for his 
workmen, and carly last year ho commone 
od tho erection of the fine brick factory on 
Commercial St. which he at present oocu- 
pies. Ifono is not accustomed to the 
aroma of tobacco, thescent which greots 
his nostrils as ho enters the building is 
almost overpowering, Tobacce is to be 
soon everywhere and in all conditions:

amount of experience to be a skillful packor, 
for tho quality of cigars is determined by 
the most delicate. shades of color, The 
thres’principal colors aré—Olaro, a_ light 
brown ; Colorado, a medium brown > and 
Madneo, a Very dark brown, 

Mr, Lockerty has of late been unable. to 
fill all the orders which pour in. upon him, 
chiefly on account of his inability to secure 
skilled workmen. At present ho has fifteen 
hands constantly employed,and the average 
daily output of the factory is 3,000 cigars 
of all grades. The quantity of pure 
Havana leaf which is consumed annually 
in the manofacture ofthe Lockerty cigar 
is between 6,000 and 7,000 lbs, Mr.Chas, 
Lockerty, eldest son of the proprietor, has 
sole charge of the factory, and personally 
superintends the different departments, of 
manofacture, He informed the reporter 
that since the National Policy’ camo in 
force the demand for the better brands of 
domestic, cigars, has greatly increased, and 
an impetus had consequently boon givon to 
the “business. Tho duty. on, imported 
sigars was fixed by tho Tilloy tariff at 80 
cents per 1b., "and this was a decided check 
to the itsportelion of American cigars., He 
believed, however, that a still higher duty 
Was necessary in order to onaure the suc- 
cessful manufacture of domestic. cigars: of 
thebest brands, The duty, he thought, 
should be practically prohibitory—$2.50 
por Ib,, the same as in the-Amorican tariff, 
and the domestic monufacturers would 
then be able to make not only good cigars 
of the cheaper brands, but the very boot 
cigaré that could be mado. If this protoo- 
tion were granted, the competition among 
domestic mannfacturors: would be certain to 
keep down the price. Ifa reyenue had to 
be collected on cigars, it should be internal 
reyenue on the manufacturod oigars, as is 
done at present to somo extent. There in 
no reason, Mr, Lockerty confidently aasert- 
od, why as good a cigar could not bo man- 
ufactured hore as in the States. Since the 
N. P. had obliged them to manufacturo 
cigars of the better brands, expert judges 
had pronounced those cigars in every re- 
spect equal to the average imported article. 

Aswo havo already stated, an oxciso 
rovenuo is collected from the manufacture 
of cigars, Tho tobacco is admitted fred, 
in bord, and the cigars aro manufactured 
in bond, Everything in the. factory is 
bonded, and a semi-monthly visit of in« 

spection is made by the Inland Revonue 
officials, Tho oxcino duty is 40 conta por 
lb,, and the amount of duty which’ fa 
yielded to the Government by Mr. Lock- 
orty is $1,500,

The dedicatory sermons wore preached yes- 
terday by Roy, Dr, Jeffers, Rev, Wm, Burns, 
of Wellington, and Rev. T. W. Jeffery, of 
Cobourg, There wore large congregations at 
all the eorvices, especially in the evering, 
when the little church was crowded to over- 
flowing. 

Dr. Jeffers’ toxt was tho 220d verse of tho 
2lat chapter of Revelation :—"' And I saw no 
tomple therein ; forthe Lord God Almighty 
and the Lamb are the templs of it," Nothing 
in ancient history, ho said, was more interest- 
ing than tho history of temples, People 
paturally tolt that they must fix thoir minds 
on some place as God's residence before thoy 
could address Him in prayer, ‘This led them 
to worship the sup, moon &c, and from this 
they proceeded to worship images in which 
they supposed their goda dwelt, and then 
they worshipped the images thomsolvee. Thus 
arose idolatry and polytheism, The besthen 
built temples, in the deep recesses of which 
there was a dark chamber, where they placed 
their images end supposed their God dwelt. 
In the temple of God at Jerusalem there was 
a Holy of Holies where the presence of God 
dwelt, but there was no image there—the 
cherubim were compound animals, represent- 
ing all nature as worshipping Ged, Into this 
holy place the High Priest wont once a yoar 
to offer sacrifice and prayer, but the people 
were not allowed t. onter it ; they remained 
in the outer court of the temple and there 
worshipped, fixing their minds on the Sho- 
kinah, the presence of God, in the Holy of 
Holies. After the captivity the Jews built 
synagogues, where the scriptures were read 
to the people, and from which the idea of 
our ohurches was taken, Christ is now the 
diyine Shekinah ; Heaven is the Holy of 
Holies ; and we stand in the outer courts and 
fix our thou, hts on Christ while we worship, 
They need no temple in Heaven, for God fills 
it all with His glory ; but we do not see God 
face to face, and weneed atemple yet. If 
the churchesin which the Christian religion 
is diffused were to be closed for twenty years, 
the people would fall into a state ot great 
sinfulness, No nation so early in its history 
had somapny churches as Canada, and this 
church, he believed. would be prosperous and 
would be a blessing to the community, 

Atthe close of his discourse Dr. Jeffers 
read the dedication service, and the building 
was consccrated to the worship of God. 

In the afternoon Rey. Wm. Burns preach- 
ed an admirable sermon from the Sth verse of 
the 27th Pealm : ‘‘ When thou saidst, Seek 
ye my faco, my heart said unto thee, Thy face 
Lord will I seek,” 

The pulpit was occupied in the evening by 
Rev, T. W, Jeffery, of Cobourg, who preach- 
ed a characteristic sermon, He chose his 
text in Luke xix, 5—‘‘And when Jesus came 
to the place he looked up, and said unto him, 
Zaocheus, make haste and come down, for to 
day I must abide at thy house.” The follow- 
ing are a few of the leading thoughts of Rey, 
Mr. Jeffery’s admirable discourse :— 


One peculiarity sbout the character of 
Jesus was, that he always aimed at something. 
How many people there are who, when asked 
at any time where they are going or what 
they are going to do, would say ‘I don’t 
know.” Many men are just five minutes be- 
hind time in making a fortune. Men are re- 
sponsible for many of their misfortunes. God 
is not responrible, Ifthe preacher thought 
that God was responsible for all the ills of 
life he would give in his allegiance to the 
deyil, There are men whom God is doing His 
best to make rich, but these men will not let 
Him. Men will not take advantage of their 
opportunities, either temporal or spiritual. 
Does God make all the smash-ups on the 
Grand Trunk? No; itistho result of the 
lozines?, incompetency or carelessness of men, 
But Frovidence getea the blame for accidents 
of this kind and similar calamities. lt 
was a cttrarge way in which Christ 
became acquainted with Zaccheus. Zao- 
cheus Was aman whom nobody liked—he 
was a tax-gatheror, and this class of the com- 
munity ae not very popular—for even pions 
men often shirk the payment of their taxes, 
But Zaccheus had a friend who spoke to Jesus 
abont him, It is ms grand thing to haye a 
friend at court, There is no doubt that God 
has taken pity on many wicked porsons on 
account of godly friends, oither in this world 
or in heaven, who plead for thom, It is an 
error to think that those who have loved us 
in this world fail to have sympathy with us 
alter they leave the tlesh, If we are not con- 

voriod ourselves we should at least cultivate 
the good-will of those who are, for they have 
power with God, Zacoheus was probably 
brought to Christ through tho influence of 
Matthew, a folluw-publican ; he had no doubt 
spoken to Zacchous about the Saviour, and 
rous.d a curiosity in his mind to see and con- 
vyorse with him.

Mackenrie government to agrco to accept the 
award of the arbitrators, As to tho disallow- 
ance of tho streams bill, he held that it should 
have becn disallowed on its merits, as boing a 
wanton interference with private proporty, 
‘The reference to the escheats bill was not in the 
best taste, as it, though no doubt unintention- 
ally, censured the judges ct the Supreme 
Oonrt. He hoped tho expectations of the 
Attorney-General as to the result of the appea) 
to the Privy Council, would not prove as 
Illusory as his equally contident expectations 
of a favorable result in the Supreme Vonrt. 
As to the new parliament buildings, he did 
not know whether Mr, Hay spoko by the card 
when he said it was the inteation of the Gov- 
ernment to proceed with them at once. He 
has hoped that the Government had abandoned 
the idea for tho present, He regretted ‘the 
absence of promise of relief to the Muskoka 
sufferers in the speech, As to the sales of 
timber limits, ho thought it anomalous that 
while the Government could not spend money 
without the consent of Parliament they could 
dispose of the public domain withont doing 
so. He agreed with what had been said of the 
death of Gartield, and took occasion to paya 
tribute to the late Messrs, Harkin, Scott end 
Rosevear, whose death since the late session 
they all deplored. 

Mr. Mowat commenced by concurring in 
Mr. Meredith's remarks regarding Messrs. 
Harkin, Scott and Rosevear and eloquently 
eulogised Garfield. As tothe charge that 
ministers sought to make political capital, 
the only thing they expected to do that 
with was good legislation and wise adminis- 
tration. As to the N.P. he thought its 
effect for good was over-estimated, There 
might be depression with protection but there 
could not be with good harvests and good 
prices, .Now Parliament buildings he con- 
sidered absolutely necessary and the only 
thing on which there might be difference of 
opinion was as to when they should be 
commenced, As to the alleged anomaly 
regarding the selling of timber limits with- 
out the previous consent of Parliament it 
was a necessity of the case, Although tho 
Government had not publicly announced 
the fact, fearing to diminish private con- 
tributions, they had granted aid to the 
Muskoka sufferers, There was no intention 
to sneer at or impugn the judges of the su~ 
preme court in the reference to the Mercer 
case, but he still hoped for a termination fay- 
orablo to Ontario, Passing to the question of 
the disallowance of the streams Bill, he ciaimed 
that it was an unwarrantable interference 
with provincial rights. He challenged tho 
opposition to show that's similar bill had eyer 
beon disallowed by aLiberal Government, Mr+ 
Morris, interrupting,eoid if the Premior chose 
he could cite him a case in which this had 
been done, Coming to the boundary question, 
ho went into the history of the oontrovorny, 
maintaining the right of the province to the 
disputed territory and contending that the 
course of the Dominion Government was ono 
whivh could not be taken with decency, Not 
only thio diaputed territ< ry, but the entire 
northwest had beon obtained on the strength 
of Ontario's claim. 

Mr. Morris replied in a powerful speech to 
Mr, Mowat's arguments as tothe disallowance 
ef the Rivers and Streams will.

To 1H Henarp :—I had often heard the 
most marvellous tales about the numbors 
ofvalmon in the rivers flowing into the 
Pacitic, and having Intely returned. from 
& trip to British Columbia, at the. risk of 
being thought 4 second Baron Munchau-’ 
son, I venture to give afow details about 
theso fish and tho rivers they frequent, It 
WAB Woll towards tho latter part of Auguat 
when | arrived in Victoria, and in conse- 
quence I was too late for the beat of the 
second run of ealnon., Bat even them I 
saw tho Indians coming, to the landing 
places with their canoes full of fish, the 
proceeds of a very fow hours, and 1 was 
told that it wasa constant occurrence for 
one person to take 100r12 salmon in an 
hour trolling with a spoon bait in the salt 
water. Up at New \Vcstminister, 95 miles 
above Victoria, aud just at the month of 
the Fraser, whoro there are large canning 
tactories, the total catch for the different 
establishments,during the height of the run, 
was over 100,000 a day. These fish wero all 
caught io seines ; but after the run had 
passed, some of the establishments want- 
ing more fish, sont up to Yale, 100 miles 
furthor up the Kraser, and in one day the 
Tudians dipped and sent down 80,000 aal- 
mon. We passed the steamer bringing 
those fish down on our way up. I watch- 
ed some Indians dippiug at Yale, and I do 
not think one minute passed, while 1 was 
looking on, without the net, of one Indian 
in particular, being lifted with one, two or 
three salmonin it, The Indians live al- 
most entirély on drivd salmon, and are 
very fastidious as to the kind thoy keep, 
throwing back certainly half what they 
dip, A Dr, in charge of the Rail- 
way laborers at Yulo, told me that a few 
daysbeforeI arrived, the salmon wero 
passing up the narrows opposite the vill- 
age so thickly that their heads were out of 
water, Of course you hava heard the old 
story that Oregon and Washington ‘Terri- 
tory were lost to England, because our 
arbitrators wrote to say ‘‘that the country 
was worthless because the salmon would 
not take a fly.” That may be eo as re- 
gards salmon, because | had neither oppor- 
tuuity nor tackle to try, but it certainly 
is not the case with the trout. I caught 
some yery fine trout, 4and 65 lbs. weight, 
with a fly in the Thompson River at the 
foot of the Kamloops Lake; and from the 
way the salmon were playing in the water, 
I feel sure they are to be caught, if prop- 
erly fished for. Indeed, two or three 
persons have toldme they have caught 

them with a fly in the Harrison River, 
which flows into the Fraser, ~~ > 

Thore are several kinds of salmon in the 
rivers running into the Pacific, some much 
better tor food than other, Tho first, run 
in June is large, some of the fish weigh- 
ing’70 and 80 lbs, The second, which we 
saw, is small, averaging 10 or 12 lbs, The 
Jast run, called by the Indiane ‘seck 
eyes,” area mixed lot. The canneries 
porfer, asarule, the small to the very 
large fish. Tho Indians use the most. art- 
fully constructed dip nets. The bow is an 
oval about 4 feet long and 2 feet wide, 
The net is fastened on rings of bone, run- 
nivg on the bow, acord is attached to the 
two top rings, which, when the net is let 
down, is held tight. As soon ag a fish en- 
ters the net the cord is slackened, and the 
het dropsto the bottom of the bow, and 
the fish is then in a bag without an open- 
ing, and cannot jnmp out and be lost. 

Men, women and children all dip, and 
itlooks most dangerous work. Two or 
three old planks are lashed together, and 
tied with rotten looking rope to the rocks, 
as osort of stage, On this the dipper 
stands, Theso stages are usually placed 
over an eddy, from which, should they fall 
into it, t.wy vould uever come out alive. 
At Yale the rivers‘runs far too fast, and is 
too rough for regular net fishing, so dip- 
ping is the. only means of catching 
fish. On Jooking down into the river, 
you can see the salmon passing the 
various pointé exactly like as school of 
mackorel. ‘The Indians string their fish on 
poles to dry, the only curing process being 
exposure to the sun, As a great number 
of them live away from the rivers on their 
farms,they pack,or what they call ‘‘cache,” 
their fish in rude boxes on the trecs some 
40 or 50 feet up, and they naila piece of 
‘tin or iron round the tree about four feet 
from the ground, to prevent vermin olimb- 
ing up. When the winter sets in they re- 
turp and take away their fish, I was told 
that the strictest honesty prevails concern- 
ing these ‘‘caches,” the Indians never rob- 
hing one another. The canooa used by 
the Indians are perfect of their kind, 
Thoy are first hollowed out of s gront log, 
the length and size varying according to 
the builder’s taste. They are then filled 
with water and heaps of rod hot stones 
dropped in, which creates steam, and when 
well softened they are moulded exactly 
like a racing gig, and stand very rough 
water and paddle easily, The Douglas 
Pine is the wood most used, and agit is 
beautifully clean and free. from knots,and 
the trees from 200 to 300 feet high, is 
most admirably suited for the parpose. 

The Pacitic abounds with various sorts of 
finh, as well as salmon, turbot, cod, haddock, 
whiting, white bait, ote , etc, and last, but 
not least, “the Candle fish,” or, to oall it by 
its local name, the ‘ Oulahan,” This fish 
in so full of oil that the Indians use it for 
light, merely sticking a piece of wood or 
cotton into it and lighting it. Italeoranka 
A 1 for food, either fresh or salted, and 
thus tho poor Indian has light an? tood all 
combined in one. The large rivers are, of 
course, very muddy, hence the diftioulty 
of the salmon taking the fly; and the Fraser 
and Thompson tre mendoualy rough and 
rapid, with groat boils and whirlpools, that 
make them anything but pleasant for 
canovs. Tho following little incident will

The survey, of course, so far is not com- 
plote or in detail, merely having been made 
by means of barometers, and hand levels, 
but the result isso watisfactory that the 
Major is perfectly satistied that ho has 
founda practicable route, with the exception 
of about 18 miles, which he has not yot 
yisited, but which he is confident does not 
prevent any serious engineering difficult 
sud which is in tho region of the Selkirk 
Range. Tho route he advises starts from 
Kamloops, boing the eastern extremity of 
the section now under construction by the 
Government, from whence it branches off 
Inan easterly direction through various 
ranges of mountains to the south of Thomp- 
8 1 Monntain by the well-known Exgle Paas 
through the Selkirk region and coming out 
at Bow River, By adopting this pass,which 
is knownas the Kickiug Horse, in preference 
totiie Yellow Pass, which latter wassurveyed 
by the Government, ths distanco on the 
prairio pection between Winnipeg and Port 
Mowdio is shortened by about 180 miles, 
and although it may present greater engi- 
nerring difficulties, still it has been decided 
to use every available means to ahorten the 
through reute, to enable the road to com- 
pete with the Union Pacific and Northern 
Pacific Railways. The maximum grade 
encountered was about 30 feet to tho mile, 
and the highest summit 5,500 ft. above the 
level of the soa—the highest summit on the 
Yellow Head Pass being 3,720 ft. above the 
level of the sea. On the western side of 
the Selkirk Range two comparatively short 
tunnels will be required, and it is believed 
the only serious bridging will be over the 
two branches of the Columbia River. The 
distance through the mountains from Port 
Moodie to Bow River is about 550 miles, 
which distance compares very favorably 
with the Mountain region traversed by the 
Union Pacific, which amounts to 1,405 
miles; The Major states the valleys are 
full of beautiful timber, Douglas Fir pre- 
dominating, which will all be most useful 
in building the road, and also being valua- 
blo as marketable lumber. By the present 
year the route of the Oanadian Pacific will 
be shorter by some 500 miles from this 
water to tide water than either the Union 
Pacific or the Northern Pacitic Railway.

One great thing to be simed at in inter- 
communication is cheapness of transport. 
Now it is apparént on the slightest reflection 
that fares on the short water course oan be 
made much lower than by the longer, as one 
boat somewhat larger and swifter than eithor 
of the present ones, could easily perform the 
work whioh it would require two to perform 
on the other. So that in the important mat- 
ter of the rates of the competing routes the 
Bushy Island would be the lowest. The cost 
of building the road through the marsh would 
be but a few hundred dollars more than the 
cost of runring expenses of one boat for ono 
year. The actual running expenses of the 
Mary Ethel for last year were $2,500, exolu- 
eiveof intereston investment and sinking fund, 
The outlay for the road is made once for all, 
the expenee of the boat is continuous.

Tounavay, Jan, 19 
Tho dobato on the addrows was resumod 
| by Mr. Pardoo (Lambton), who said that 
after three daya’ dobato not one charge had | 
been mado against the Government The 
Opposition and not the Government had 
beon on the defence, It was not contended 


that tho Imporial powers bad any such voto | 
power as was claimed by the Opposition 

for the Dominion authorities, and Sir John 

Macdonald said the relation vf the Dominion 

to the Provinoes were the same as those of 

Imporial authoritios towards the Dominion. 

Ho placed more importance on the consti- 

tutional rights of Ontario than on tho ter- 

ritory sought to be taken away from the 

Provinos, yaluable as it was, If the Do- 

minion authorities had wished to deal fairly 
by Ontario, they would have given them 

the territory on which thoy had spent so 
much money. If the members from Onta- 

rio atood together, both tho boundary and 
yoto questions would be settled satiefacto- 
rily for tho Province. 

Mr, Creighton (North Grey), said that 
if the voto power wasintended to be ap- 
plied only to illegal or unconstitutional 
laws, there would be no noed for it, as the 
courts could be applied to and had already 
decided agninet provincial acts, The 
boundary award not having been confirmed 
was so much waste papor, The Govern- 
mont had not done anything to settle the 
question, It ought to be settled by the 
Privy Council. The Government were 
dealing with this question in order to make 
political capital in the Dominion elections, 

Mr. oas, (West Huron), said if the final 
decision in the Mercor escheat case were in 
fayor of the Dominion, the way in which 
the money had been expended would be 
recognized as unexceptionable and would 
be confirmed. The conduct of the Dominion 
in regard to the boundary award was 
cowardly and unfair and hostile. Our al- 
legiance here was first due to the province 
and next to the Dominion. 

Mr, Wigle (South Essex) said it was the 
Conservatives who stood up for the righta 
of the people. The policy of the Govern- 
ment was to centralize power in themselves, 
One clause should have been added to the 
address, directing the assessors to make as 
many votes as possible, for it was on the 
lists of this year that the general election 
would take place. 

Mr, Graham, (East Lambton) said the 
provincial exhibition had outlived its use- 
fulness, towns were refusingit, petitions 
against it were coming from the County 
Councils, Farmers using the markets 
should pay fees, but should be allowed to 
sell produce where they like. He was in 
favor of new Parliament buildings, and of 
disendowing Upper Oanada Oollege and 
building there. 

Mr. Metcalf (Kingston) was of the opin- 
ion that the veto power had not been exer. 
cised improperly. He had confidence in 
Sir John Macdonald, and was sure that 
Ontario would get all that rightly belonged 
to her. 

Dr. McLaughlin moved the adjournment 
of the debate. 


- The Voters’ Lists. 


There isa provision in the Assessment 
Act (Revised Statutes Ontario, chap. 180, 
secs. 3and 16) which requires that eyery 
owner of unocoupied land, who is not a rosi- 
dent of the municipality where the property 
lies, and who dosires his name to appear on 
the assessment roll and voters’ list, must give 
notice in writing, setting forth bis full name, 
place of residence and postoflice address, 
to tho olerk of the municipality on or 
before the 30th of January in each year, 
thas he owns such land, describing it, 
aud requires his pame to be entered 
on the assessment roll thorefor. The clerk 
then makes up ao list of such non-re- 
sident owners of unoccupied land and de- 
livers it to the asseszor to be placed on 
the roll. Hitherto, we believe, it has been 
the practice to re-enter the name each year 
after it bas once been put on the roll without 
8 fresh request; but we have heard of an in- 
atance whero the other couree ia being taken. 
Oar friends who are’ non-resident owners of 
unoccupied lands should see that they give 
the proper notice in time, and care should be 
taken not toallow any manufacturor of Grit 
votes by assessing nou-residents who haye 
omitted to give the required notice, —Zx.

Evon the local organ of the Ontario Gov- 

erament, which is usually over-zeblous in 

defending its frionds when attackod, has, no 
doubt under instructions, maintained a ai: 
lence which, if discret, must be humiliat 
ing, as it involves & confession of tho truth 
of ourstatements, No doubt it is wite on 
the part of tho parties interested to easy 
nothing, and thus to avoid stirring up ® 
subject which they would much rather 
consign to oblivion. Wo have purposely 
refrained from further reference to the 
matter in order to afford time to the parties 
to take stups to vindicate their reputation, 
or to offer some defence of their conduct, 
They having failed to respond in any man- 
ner to the aconsation, the public will accept 
their silence asa proof of the truth of the 
accusations, which are as follows, viz : 
lst. That two of the Commissioners 
granted one more tavern liconse for the 
city of Belleville than,as it proved, the Jaw 
allowod, and that at least one of thom was 
indemnified againgtthe cost of a possible 
prosecution, proving thereby that in so 
doing they were aware that they were 
violating the law. 
2nd. That s near relative of one of the 
Commissioners blackmailed applicants for 
licenses. 

rd. That tho Inspector was coneerned in 
the issuing of an illegal number of licenses, 
and that in tho recent: Mayoralty election 
contest he canvassed some of tho tavera- 
keopers in the interest of one of the candi- 
fates. 

These are matters of public importance as 
the hotel men of the city would like to 
know it, besides paying their legal licenses, 
they are to be subject toa system of black- 
mail and the people wish to loarn if the 
law is to be administered in the saune way 


hereafter. 
The Boundary Question, 


Those mombers of tho Ontario Legis- 
Jature who are yaporipg about taking pos- 
session of the territory in dispute between 
Oatsrio and Manitoba with an army of a 
hundred men can hardly by aware how 
auch food for ridicule they afford, Their 
proposed expedition forcibly reminds one of 
that of the Grand Dachess of Gerolstein’s 
forcee. Such an army would of course ro- 
qvire a leader of exceptional diplomatic as 
military capecity, and, if the war-path 
must be taken, we know of no better leader 
than the great Edgar—hero of s hundred 
fights in Monck, South Oxford, South Dn- 
tario, British Columbia and elsewhere, and 
Marshal-General of the notorious ‘black 
bottle brigndo.”” The famous D. D. Hay 
would naturally bo second in command, as 
his knowledge of cork-screws, apollinaris 
water and other supplies would be abso- 
lately indispensable. It would be easy for 
euch gieat leaders as these to improve upon 
the plan of General Fritz—which was to 
Jesvu hundreds of bottles of liquor within 
ex. “t.chof the enemy, allow them to 
drink. .o excess, and then fall uvpon and 
destroy them—for if they would not retreat 
before the awful ‘poeins” with which Gen. 
Edgar could Lombard them for a month; if 
cecessary, his Lioutenant could certainly 
talk them to death, and thus would the feat 
of Samson, in slaying his enemies with the 
jaw-bone of 2 well-known quadruped, be 
paralleled. —

EXPERIENCS, 


( From our own Correspondent, ) 
Farnvorb, Man., Jan’y 11. 

I left St. Lavront with Mr. Morrison, of the 
firm of Morrivon & Loroy, trader botwoen 
Winnipeg and Lakes Manitoba and Winnipe- 
goosis, forthe north. We drove to Oak Point, 
six miles uorth of St, Laurent, whore these 
gentlemen have a branch store; from there 
the whole train was made up of ‘forty-three 
horses, own and siugle eleighs, manned by ten 
mep, with Paul Ohartrand as guide, and Mar. 
shall, a good natured old Fronch half-breed, 
well acquainted with euch work, and fully 
capable of handling a traio of almest any size, 
The sleighs were all engaged to go to Fair- 
ford, on Lake Manitoba and Lake St. Martin 
to roturn Jaden with whitofish for the St. Paul 
market. Mr. Morrison ‘would like to have 
had twice that numbor ot teams upon tho trip, 
but they could not be procured—but wach as 
were avoilable he engaged for the round 
trip. Somo were goo”, and some were not 
of the most dosiravle kind; buat owing to 
the scarcity of avimals and asleighs, the 
poorest were acceptable, and hired at the 
rato of some $2.50 wo $3.00 por day, oats, 
hay, &v., fonnil by the proprietor of the 
traiv,—a very good sum to pay for hired 
help in, wioter time, considering the quality 
of the tosms. Une good team in Untario 
would do more iu one day than the best team 
on this train would or could do in four. To 
see all these rigs together it ia rather inter. 
estiog, ‘Tho sleighs are all homemade. The 
work of constructing them requires no me- 
chanical skill whatever. It is all done with a 
saw, auger and hammer, or rather an axe, 
The runners of the eleigh arc sawn froma 
natural bend ot oak, witb a six inch knee 
made of straight round pegs, and the box is 
nothing more than a frame of poplar limbs, 
The horses are roagh, small and shaggy,adorn- 
ed with homemade harness. There were 
more than one kind of vehicles on the train, 
‘They had the flat bottom sled, trained dogs, 
oxen and horses—a somewhat varied oombin- 
ation. Althoogh not very enticing in its ap- 
pearance, One could never tire gazing upon it, 
for when he became fatigued from studying 
the gait of oxen, he ap tarn his attention 
to the dog trains, or amuse himself over the 
stupid eccentricities of the native ponies. 
Altogether we had, if not a very stylish out- 
fit, one of quaint poculiarities, Before leay-

Proaching very nosr to a blizzard, E, Hoard, 
a {oane man from Hastings County, and my- 
self leave of the company four hours 
before the oxercises broke up and walkéd 
home to our stopping: place; a distance ofa 
mile, Arppgh the storm, and to our disap- 
Pointment found the doors locked with no 
‘one at home. After considerable trouble we 
sucoeeded in effecting an entrance. Our 
stopping place. was a store, After eating a 
oan of frozen peaches and a few ginger snaps, 
throwivg our buffaloes upon the floor we 
rolled off to sleep, the wiud howling most 
furiously, penetrating’ every crack and crevice 
of the old rickety building, with the snow 
drifting down @he hole in the roof ,through 
which the stove pipe projected, the keyholes, 
worn thresholds bad joints in the doora and 
windows, and weatber-worn apertures in the 
thatohing.

felt'so disposed, He informed me that he 
had “heard of mo being in this part of the 
conntry and thathe would’ decm it an ex- 
quisite pleasure to, sit down and converse for 
no jhour or so with ‘an eastern correspoadent, 
and that such as he possessed in the way of 
knowlédge of this countty he would’ gladly im- 
part to'me,and requested me tocall upon hin 
in the morning before Teavivg for the north. 
This I consented to, and accordingly on the 
following morning walked a full milo to inter- 
view him whomI thought above all would 
be communicative and whose conversation I 
could profit by, but to my, astonishment, when 
meeting him gocording to agreement, I found 
him as dumb as a male, hether it was his 
nature or whether it was through a reaction 
of the exhilarating beverage that he had par- 
taken of so freely thenight previous, I am ab 
alossto know.

Oor daloulations Worked tke a chara nella 
reached Elm Point, the first 13 miies of our 
travel, and after eating Suppor Woe résumed 
our march just as neght set in, and just at this 
tlme our difficulties got in also, Woe found {t 
utterly impossible to drive the horses over the 
lako after dark—thoy would wander in eplte 
of our drivers, and to got them off a walk 
was outof the question, ‘The wind was blow- 
ing cold and keon, the thermomoter ranging 
25° below Zoro, and drifting the loose mow 
furiously around the almost smooth surface of 
the Iake. To proceed ‘further seomed the 
morost folly. and so at 

STEEP ROOK POINT, 

five milos north of Elm Point, wo put ashore, 
intending to remain there until tho moon 
should risé, wo that by moonligh we would be 
able to travel on our way, leaving our sloigh 
out upon the Inke, We brought our horses to 
the odgo of the wood, where in tho sholter of 
the wind we ticd them. Wo started a camp 
fire to keep ourselves warm while remaining 
idle upon the shore, waiting forthe moon to 
riso, We had noither an almanac or watch 
among us, and to tell when the moon would 
rise we were unable to do so, but with pa- 
tience we awaited its Sppesrance in the cast. 
Whether it rove at 9 or 12 o'clock I am not 
prepared to say, but this I am fully awaro of, 
that it appeared to me almost a wook behind 
time, and a more tédious ordeal I never under. 
went, even while waiting upon a wharf for 
the arrival of a steamboat; and when it did 
rise it was doll and mellow, old age had writ- 
ten wrinkles on its wasted tace and brow, so 
that the bsaming of its’ countenance was no 
more radiant than is the pallid tace of an un- 
colored corpye..

we spread our buffaloes and blankets upon 
the ground, and in a ehort timé my two com- 
panions were fast asleep with their feet turn- 
ed toward the fire. This slight episode being 
somewhat new to me, with the fortitude an 

resolution becoming a soldier fought valiantly 
agninst sleep 80 long as my nerves held ‘out, 
but had at last to succumb to the demand of 


nature. 

The Halfbreéd or the Indian is in point of 
health the greatest of living conundrums, and 
how they stand the oold is one of the greatest 
of all mysteries,.as much as I have been 
among them and seen of them this particular 
feature of their living ia with mea problem as 
yet. The only clothes they own is what thoy 
have upon their back overcoat included. They 
eat and sleep with all their clothes or, Ihave 
never noticed a change, and yet they never 
gtumble about the weather, Our halfbreed 
companion told me before going to bed not to 


‘would be so intensc that we could not. sleep 
comfortably, Now his ideas and miné con- 
cerning heat differed very materially, so 
using my own judgement’ as to what an 
amount of fire would be necessary to 
keep us warm in so. large a house, be- 
fore rolling beneath the robes I 
up 4 pile of wo d that in less than one min- 
ute’s time disturbed the whole forest with’ its 
crackling end illumined the surroundings with 
its flames so bright that you could. without the 
aid of spectacles, see to count every 
rustling leaf and branch fora mile around, As 
the fire increased in etrength so the heat in- 
creased in intensity, My companions,awaken- 
‘ed by the sudden change in the atmosphere, 
found themselves enveloped in flames and 
with such a storm of sparks Baa f aboye 
theirsheads that they almost imagined thom- 
selves in—I won't say where. Hurriedly pick- 
ing up their blankets, &o., they, half awake 
and half asleep, made their way through 
snow up to their middle toa fallen tree, whore 
they sat down and awaited a change in the 
atmosphere.

THE DOUBLE MURDER. 
Full Confession, by the Ac- 


A TERRIBLE STRUCCLE FOR LIFE, 


(From the Hamilton Times, Jan, 23,) 

The Jimes' story of the Nelson murder and 
the arrest of the murderer closed on Saturday 
at tld tiking of Rourk to Burlington to -be 
committed for trial at Milton. 

The prisoner was brought before a Bench of 
magiettates composed ‘of Mgistrates Foster, 
Allen add Thomas. Patrick Mahar told the 
story of the murder, as related in Saturday’s 
paper. The evidence of the Chief of Police 
followed. He described the capture of Rourk 
and taking him to Burlington. While at 
Walsh's Hotel there he intimated to Chief 
Stewart that he would tell the whole truth, 
He was immediately warned that he was not 
obliged to make any statement, and that any- 
thing he might say would be taken down and 
probably be used against him.

Bridget still 
screaming cried out not'to hurt the old man, 
and when she seen him fall she seized the 
other axe and at the same time fastened her 
arms around me, For several minutes a death 
struggle took place. Atlast I got my arms 
free, raised the axe and struck hér an awful 
blow on the left side of her face, on the jaw, 
She fell, coyered with blood, almost on ‘the 
spot whore her father was lying... She stag- 
gered up again and managed to crawl into the 
inner room, where I heard hor sgain fall beavi-« 
ly. Once she groaned and said, I'am killed, 
and that is all she said after I struck her, I 
positivély only struck two blows, hitting the 
old manionce and Bridget once, I did not 
follow Bridget into the inner room, and did 
not outtage her person before or after she fell, 
or at any other time.

To save myself 
I made a lounge at Pat with the axe, and 
cut his hat, but did not hurt him, T had

was not until the Friday bofore the organiza. 
tion of this Councii that the Government sent 
an officer, Dr. O'Reilly, to inspect those sites, 
and ho had not yot reported to this Council 
his opinion in writing. While inspecting, 
Dr. O'Reilly said he thought the Government 
intended that the City should not only pur- 
chase a site, but also pay the difference be- 
tween what was paid for itand the valuo of 
the old Hospital Lot—in other words, we 
would have to buy the old Hospital Lot at » 
valuation, In the presence of many witnesses 
Dr. O'Reilly said that, irrespective of price, 
the Kelly lot was the most suitable site of the 
four which he had inspected ; the second one 
in his estimation was the Phillips lot, and the 
third was the Flint property, Any one of 
these three sites, ho had pronounced euitable. 
The Kelly lot could be purchased by the City 
for $1,500, he stated this on the authority of 
Ald. Diamond, the Phillips proporty for $3,000, 
and tho Flint Jot (84 acres) for $2,650, or half 
the same property for $1,325. The Solicitor 
had written tothe Government stating that 
the City would purchase apy of those thre 
sites, He (the spoaker) claimed that it would 
be imere folly tor the. City to buy the 
Philips property for $3,000 when the pro- 
perty which the Inspector had pronounced 
most auitable could be purchased for $1,500. 
Ho claimed that so soon as theCity purchas- 
od this site the terms of the Act of 1851 would 
be complied with, and the City could with 
justice demand the patent of the old Hospital 
Lot. The Government, however, wished to 
make the provision that the'differonce in the 
prices which would be paid for the new lot 
and the value of the old lot should go towards 
the erection of a hospital, He declared that 
this was unjust, The Council was willing to 
purchase a now Hospital Lot, but he did not 
think that after the provisions of the Act of 
1851 bad beén fully complied with, the City 
should have the Hospital Lot forcibly taken 
out of its possession. This Council he felt 
would indorse the action of the Council of 
last year and’ purchase a suitable site for a 
hospital if the Ontario Government would 
convey to the City the old hospital lot but we 
could not afford to buy that lot at a valuation. 

Ald, Diamond moved in amendment that 
the matter of the annual grant to the W. C, 
Association be left in abeyance for the pros: 
ent, but that the sum of $300 be placed in the 
hands of the Association, in conjuftction with 
the Poor and Sanitary Committee, for the 
poor of the city, 

Ald, Vandusen withdrew his motion, and 
Ald. Diamond's motion was carried. 

Ald. Dickson moved that the Solicitor be 
instructed to communicate with the Goyern- 
ment asking what time it will be conveniént 
for the Government to receive a deputation 
from theCity in order to hear matters ia which 
the City is intererted,—Carried. 

Ald, Dickson moved his résolution provid- 
ing that the Ontario Legislature be petitioned 
with reference to tho different mattersalready 
mentioned, 

The motion was carried elause by clause. 

The first clause, providing that power be 
givento municipalities to passa By-law dis- 
qualifying all who havenot paid their taxes 
up tothe day of nomination from sitting io 
the Munioipal Council, was passed. 

Ald, Diamond opposed the second clause, 
asking that municipalities be empowered to 
compel the placing of shade trees along streets, 
He claimed that it was not right to compel 
citizens to plant shade trees, whether they 
liked it or not. 

Ald, Dickson pointed ont that the law 
giving the municipalities power to pass suoh 
a By-law, would be permissive, and each 
municipality would legislate in the interests 
of it» oltizens, 

The clause was passed. 

The third olause, with reference to the 
assessment of municipalities taking place be 
tween the lat of Fob., and the Ist of July, 
was pasacd. 

Ald. Dickson moved that the request of 
the Seoretary of the Eastern Dairymen’s 
Association, for the use of the City Hall for 
the Convention to be held in February, bo 
granted,—Carried. 

Committee rose and reported —Adopted. 

Ald. Tickell gave notice of a motion pro- 
viding that the City Solicitor make applicg- 
tion to the Dominion Government for a chart- 
er for the construction of a bridge across the 
Bay of Quinte, connecting the city with the 
Townahip of Ameliasburg. 

Copies of the correspondence between the 
Solicitor and’ Provincial Secretary will be 
given in » subsequent issue,

COUNTY COUNGIL. — 
AVIRRNOON SESSION, 
_ The Council resumed at 2 p.m., the Warden 
in tho chair, 

The Warden stated that he had regeiyed a 
statemont of the receipts and oxponditares 
for the year 1881, and thatthose mombors of 
the Council who chose to examine it could do 
HO. 

Council woot into Committeo on Ways and 
Means, Mr, O'F lyon in the chatr, 

Aldermen Dickson, Smith, Danaet,. Dia- 
mocdand the City Solicitor, a deputation 
from tho City Council, and a number of 
gentlemen from Trenton were invited to take 
soats within tho bar. 

After a number of accounts woro passed, 
the Committee, on motion of Mr. Xentey, 
rose, reported progress and asked leave to sit 
again. 

The Committee on By-laws resumed, Mr. 
Haggerty in tho chair. 

The By-law to appoint Auditors and High 
School Trustees was taken up. 

THE TRENTON SCHOOL SQUABBLK, 


On motlon, it was decided to hear those 
who wished to address the Council with tefer- 
ence to the appointment of a: High School 
Trustee for Trenton. 

Mr. W. H. Austin said he would desire, so 
far as he was concerned, that’ the Council 
should act on tho information which had al- 
ready been Iaid before tuem, He did not 
wish to take up the time of the Council by 
delivering an address, 

Mr Richardsonsaid he intended to address 
the Council with regard to the watter . under 
consideration, but he would ask Mr, Austin 
to speak firet, as he had thé priority in nom- 
ination, 

Mr, Austin said he was a candidate for the 
neers of Trastee for the Trenton High 

chool, He’ had occupied & position in’ the 
first Grammar School Board that was ever in 
Trenton, and hadalways taken a doep inter- 
eat in the growth of the High School. Dur. 
ing ths past 10 or 12 years it bad steadily 
grown in efliviency under the management of 
Mr. Hicks, the head master. Of late, the 
action of the Board of Trustecs—especially of 
one membéer—-had been most aunmanly and 
most unjust to Mr, Hicke,.and it was on ac- 
count of this action that he had consented to 
allow himself to be brought forward as 4 can- 
didate, ‘He felt that'the high-handed action 
of the Board in forcibly closing, the Sobool and 
removing the advanced scholars, was not jus- 
tifiable. He deeply sympathizéd with Mr, 
Hicks, who was a man of great ability and of 
unblemished character, as well as a most suc- 
cessfal teacher, as was proved by the excel/ent 
reeulté of the School. He followed teaching 
a4 profession, not as a stepping-stone to some 
other profession. He (the speaker) fels that 
he should be retained in his present position, 
A tesliog had been created against Mr. Hitks 
by a-certsin iodi idual who was actuated by 
malicious motives, and it had gradually spread 
until a large number of the citizens had be- 
come inoculated with it. In considération of 
this feeling, he (the speaker) had advised Mr, 
Hicks to resign at the midsummer holidays, 
and Mr. Hicks had consented to doso, He 
was here to speak not only in the interests of 
a worthy man, but in the future interests of 
the schools of Trenton, and he did not believe 


“that i¢ would be in the interests of education 


in Trenton to summarily dismiss Mr, Hidke. 
He bélieved that the majority of the members 
of the School Board of Trenton did not in their 
inmost hearts approve of the course which 
they had been parties to. They had allowed 
themeelyes to be influenced against thoir bet- 
ter judgment by a man not of stronger mind, 
but with more malicious motives. He had 
learned to-day that Mr: Richardson had de- 
clared that, if elected, he would consent. to 
retain Mr. Hicks in his position until the mid- 
summer holidays. This was a great conver- 
sion, and he was glad to learn of it. 

Mr, Murphy, of Trenton, being invited to 
take a seat inside the bar, said he did not 
want to take partin the discussion. 

Mr. Ayleworth—We don’t want you to! 


(Laughter. ) 
Mr. Richardson began by affirming his be- 
lief that the County noil was the palla 


dium of the liberties of the Anglo-Saxon race, 
After a few eloquent remarke of a similar na-, 
turé, he said he did not come to say anything 
against Mr, Hicks either asa teachor (of a 
certain grade) or as a man, but as a ropresenta- 
tive of a large and asepecsetle class of rate- 
payers of Trenton. He did not approve of 
the high-handed proceedings of ‘the Trenton 
School Board. r, Austin had acknowledged 
that he was a personal friend of Mr, Hicka; 
doubtless this fact had blinded him as to the 
true atate of affairs. He himself knew that 
there was groat dissatisfaction in Trenton as 
to the condition of the High School of Tren- 
ton, aud many parents refused’ to send their 
ildren there. If elected, he would he was 
sure place oducational matters on a_ better 
Tooting in Trenton, He announced his in- 
tention of advocating retaining Mr. Hicks in 
his position until the midsummer holidays. 

Mr, O'Rourke, a member of the Trenton 
School Board, said in reply to Mr, Richard- 
sop, that Mr. Hicks wasa teachor of a first- 
class grade, as was proved by his diploma 
from Toronto University, and it must be ac- 
knowledged that he was an officient teacher, 
as many of the pupils whom ho had taught 
had taken high positions and achioved great 
honors, one of them having won Lord Daf- 
ferin’s gold medal, The speaker doacribed 
the recent action of the Trenton School Board 
in forcibly closing the High Sohoel—which, 
as a matter of course, had impeded the pro- 
gross of the pupils in their studies for the 
midsummer examinations, Hoe was delighted 
to know that, whether Mr. Austin or Mr, 
Richardson was olected, justioo would be done 
Mr Hicks. However, Mr, Austin was the 
firat to take that position, and he should get 
oredit for it. 

Mr. H, Gill, Chairman of the Tronton 
School Board, entreated the Council, in the 
intoreste of peace and quietness, to vote for 
Mr. Rishartac. Mr_ Austin, he said, had 
nover showed any willibgnes to oxterid tho 
hand of peace to the School Board, 

The motion for the appointment of Mr, 
Austin as Trustee was then put and ourried, 

On motion of Dr, Faulkner, soconded by 
Mr. Walker, Mr. L. G, Baker: was appointed 
Trusteo for Stirling High School. 

Committeo rose, reperted progress, 
asked leave to sit again. —Granted, 

Mr. Haggerty moved, seconded by Mr. 
Whito, that the Warden and five other mein- 
bers of the Coynoll be appointed asa Com- 
mitteo to confer with the Committee of the 
Council of the City of Belleville, with rofer- 
ence to the amalgamation of tho G. J. R. 
with othor railways, to go, if nooossary to 
Toronto to interview the Goyernmont, and to 
obtain the advice of the County Solicitor; and 
in case the samo cannot be obtained, to tako 
logal advice from any counsel whom the joint 
Oommitteo may employ. 

Mr. Haggerty said that thore might bo 
something in tho bill now before the ites

timber licenses. He quoted from the reso- 
lutions adopted in 1873, to show that tho 
House expressed ite approval of tho position 
of the Government that timber sales should 
be regulated by the Governor in Council, 
instead of being submitted to the House. 
Every momber on the Reform side of the 
House, as well as many Conservatives, 
spoke and voted in fayor of those rosolu- 
tions. Passing to another phaso of the 
subjoct, he contended that tho salos wero 
in the best interests of the country and the 
rovyonuo, and adduced figures to show how 
profitable the timber policy of the prosent 
Government had proved as compared with 
that of their predecessors. 

Mr. Merrick (North Leeds), contended 
for tho principle that the Government 
should consult the House before selling the 
timber limits, 

Mr, Meredith (London), said the 
principles which were taken in connection 
with this matter wero not those contended 
for, by Liberals formerly on other questions. 
As to the disallowance, the Oonfederation 
Act interpreted by the speeches made at 
the time, showed that the Dominion Goy- 
ernment were intended not only to have 
the power but the right of disallowance, 
He quoted Mr. Blake to show that othor 
reasons than those set down by Sir John 
Macdonald were given by him as grounds 
for disallowance. But the Rivers and 
Streams Bill was within both the first and 
last ofthe reasonsgivenin the memorandum 
ot Sir John, for although legal, it was not 
constitutional, and it would have injurions- 
ly affected the rights of property in the 
whole Dominion. As to the boundary 
award it was the intention of both Govern - 
ments that the award should bo ratified by 
the Dominion Parliament, He did not be- 
lieve that Ontario had been awarded any 
more territory than she should have, but 
the Parliament at Ottawa had to deal with 
this from the stand point of the whole Do- 
minion, andthe people of Ontario would 
not view the matter in a narrow light, 
Ministerialists had been dealing with the 
boundary award in a manner that was al- 
most treasonable, in suggesting the use of 
force. He was serious. After cross-firing, 
he accused ministerialists of treason and 
trying to create civil war. The Liberals 
were bankrupt in principle and policy, and 
were now trying to decide whether they 
would steal the policy of their opponents, 
He concluded by moving an amendment to 
the third paragraph of the address respect- 
ing the boundary award—striking it out, 
regretting the delay which had taken place 
in confirming it, fayoring all lawful and 
constitutional means of obtaining its con- 
firmation, but opposing any which would 
be a breach of the peace of the Dominion, 
and regretting the delay on the part of the 
Ontario Government in taking the course 
open to them of obtaining a settlement of 
the question. 

Mr. Sinclair (North Bruce) moved in 
amendment tothe amendment to restore 
the original paragraph in the address struck 
out by the amendment, approving the 
course which the Government had taken in 
the matter, expressing confidence in them 
in regard to it, and promising to uphold 
them in any steps which they might take 
to uphold and enforce the award. 

Hon. Mr, Mowat had heard the noisest 
speech from the Opposition leader that he 
had ever heard from him and it was because 
there was nothing for it but noise, He 
was deep in the confidence of his friends at 
Ottawa, and he gave notice that if Ontario 
tried to enforce her rights to the territory 
civil war would be the result, that is that 
the Dominion would make war on Ontario. 
That was the notice he gaye. He admitted 
that the territory ‘rightfully belonged to 
Ontario. Sir Jobn Macdonald from 1857 
on claimed much more, prima facie it 
belonged to Ontario. The Government 
intended to assume authority and adminis- 
ter justice in the territory. For three 
years they had been calling on the 
Dominion to make some provisional ar- 
rangement but Sir John Macdonald had al- 
ways refused. The territory was now 
without government. He was in fayor of 
Oonfederation, but if Confederation|moant 
thet Ontario was to be deprived of one hun- 
dred thousand square miles, half her terri- 
tory, and of her constitutional rights of 
legislation,then he was done with Uonfeder- 
ation. The Opposition leader talked of 
loyalty but loyalty to the Uominlon only 
meant loyalty when rights were respected. 

At 6 o'clock both the debate and the 
House adjourned, Hon. Mr. Mowat still 
having the floor.

THE GARFIELD ASSASSINATION. —President 
Garfield was shot on the 2nd July Inet, and 
died eleven weeks and two days afterwards, on 
the 19th of September. The trial ot Guiteau 
began on the 14th of November, or eight 
weeks after tho President’s death, and the 
vordiot wea given ten weeks and two days 
after the opening of the trial.

Anniversary Sermon. 


Hloquent Viscourse by Rev. Prof. 
Burwasb. 


The annivorsary sermons of Holloway St. 
Methodist Churoh were preached yesterday 
by Rov. Prof. Burwaah, D.D, of Victoria | 
The subject of the morning's 


University. 
discourse was ‘he Bible, ite importance, power, 
and value. Dr, Burwash choso as hie text, 2 
Timothy, iii, 16, 17: ‘ All Soripture is given 
by inspiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for in- 
struction in righteousness; that tho man of 
God may bo perfect, thoroughly furnishod 
unto all goo 1 works.” 

Tho following is a condensation of a vory 
thoughtful and oloquont discourse : 

There are threo dogrees of unboliof thet 
trouble the world. The most dangorous is 
that form which denios everything. It denies 
tho existence of a God; it depies the apiritual 
nature of mau—making man a mere avimal, 
like the beasts of tho field, It destroys all 
distinction between right and wrong, or des 
troya porsonal responsibility—that is, the 
hivher spiritual responsibility, ‘Thoro is ano- 
ther form of unbeliof—that which admits the 
existence of a God, finding the ovidence 
in nature and in man’s own conscience and 
intentions. This olass of unbelievers havo 
a certain kind of religion of their own; but 
they deny the divine character and mission 
of Ohrist, Then thero is a third class of un- 
believers ; those who avknowledge GoJ, and 
eyon the divinity and mission of Jesus; but 
they deny tho divine inspiration of tho Bible 
—affirming that certain portions of soripture 
woro not inspired, and that the writings of all 
great and good teachers since the apostles’ 
times have just as muoh weight so far as in- 
spiration is concerned,as the works of some of 
the Biblical writers The text covers the ob- 
jection of this last olass—making the sweep- 
ing assertion that ‘al! scripture is given by 
inspiration of God, andis profitablo,” &o, All 
language, however, ig limited ; it expresses 
things merely as we #06 or conocive them, 
and all our faculties aro limited, as well as are 
our capabilities of expression, The inspira. 
tion, therefore, is not in the langasge itself, 
but in the truth which the lenguage conveys, 
Tho first great truth whioh the langusge of 
the Bible conveys to us isthe mind of God. 
The Bible is a book of varied char- 
aoter—oontaining histories, pooms, disqui- 
sitions, philosophy, epistles. All the lights 
and shadows, joys and sorrows, of ha- 
man lifé, all the work” which it is given man 
to do, all tho trials ho hes to endare, are pio- 

in the divine word. But everything 
that is treated of in the Biblo is presented to 
us from the standpoint of the Divine mind. 
Evéry page is irradiated with the light of the 
Divine attributes, Of all ancient books which 
have come down to us, the Bible is the only 
one which will stand the severest moral test. 
From ono cover to the other there is nothing 
init thatis not right. He who is imbued 
with its spirit cann>t bavé any sympathy with 
acrime.

the Bible has a much greater power. How 
far do any ofthe scientific truths of the day 
influence man’s life and conduct? But God’s 
truth has a power over the human heart great- 
er thanall othortruths pat together. Soorates, 
Plato, Seneca and the other heathen philoso- 
phers intlaenced the minds of a tew educated 
and oultured men; but when the divine 
Word came on earth and was followed by 
Paul and the other divinely-inspirod men, the 
hearts and minds of a world were moved to 
their depths, The divino truth is universal- 
ly applicable. No matter in what langaago, 
it is read or’spoken, it proves itself a trans- 
forming power which has no parallel. But 
what proof haye we that the scriptures reveal 
to us the truths of God, and speak to us with 
the power of God? In the first place, in- 
dividual experience; ‘then, practical influence, 
How many instances have we seen of men 
whose hearts were stooped in wickedness sud- 
denly transformed to devout, belioving 
humble Christians,’ In the face of doath the 
most stubborn and obdurate infidel has been 
known to shrink, and finally come to repeat 
the prayers he learned tong ago at his mother’s 
kneo. Whatisthe cause of this strange 
power working in such aman’s nature if not 
the Divine trath ? Thespostles, through the 
divine power of the Gospel, undermined tho 
power of the Roman empire, overturned the 
ancient philosophies and mythologies, and 
laid the foundation of modern civilization; 
and the power of the gospel is almont is great.

religion and learning. The Soriptures, says 
the text, are profitable for instruction; The 
Bible is the beat instructor for the young, 
What is it that lies at the foundation of all 
preparation for life, It is not knowledge,but 
character; for what is the use of knowledge 
without the possession of character in order 
to mako a proper use of knowledge? Thore 
is a moral as well a8 an intellectual side toa 
man’s education, and no education is_success- 
ful which is one-sided. The strengthening 
of # man’s moral nature is just as cssontial— 
much moro ossential—to education than tho 
mere communication of facts. In the Bible 


will be found all the roquisites 
for a liberal edpcation Whore will 
we find grander pootry than that 
of David ond Jeaiah, logic more 


cogent aud poworfnl than thatof Paul? Even 
from an intellectual standpoint, the Bible is 
the best teacher. But it is infinitely greater 
asa mors! instructor. The moral truths it 
contains are so grand, so profound, that the 
lofticat arpbangel cannot reach their heights 
orfathom their depths, and yet #0 simple 
thatthe mindof aobild oan grasp and as- 
similate them. If wo would haye a generation 
to rise up and do the work they should do on 
earth we must have mon with keon consoj- 
ences, deop sud tender sympatbjca, witha 
hatred of wrong and a loyo of right—and that 
can only be ddne by instructing the minds of 
our children with Scripture truths. The 
Scriptures, again, aro profitablo for dootrine, 
it is on account of the firm adhorence of our 
ancestors to the doctrines of Soriptyre that 
we owe our civil and rejigious liberties ; apd 
wo should endeavor to cling to and trposmit 
to posterity the dootrinos which we haye in- 
heirtod. Thon, God's word is profitable for 
reproof, and for instruction in righteousnese, 
“ Tnatruction in rightoousnors’’ moans practic- 
al training.

That the construction placed upon the 

Act of 1851 by the Commissioners of Crown 
Lands is forced and does not carry out the 
intention of that Act is strongly contended 
on behalf of the Qity, and the circum- 
stances seem to sustain the argument on 
behalf of the Corporation. The lots known 
as the old hospital lot were granted to the 
then yillage of Belleville in 1816, for 
hospital purposes ; but as the place grew 
and its boundaries extended, the site be- 
came unsuitable for the purpose for which 
it was granted, and this being represented 
to the Government of united Canada, the 
Act of 1851 was passed, under which the 
patent for the original hospital site was to 
be issued to the Corporation on “suitable 
provision” being made. The interpreta- 
tion which the Commissioner places upon 
these words appears above. The Corpora- 
tion interprets the Act—and with every 
show of reason—to mean that they 
should secure a suitable site for the erec- 
tion of a hospital, and this they are ready 
to do and have formally notified the Goy- 
ernment to that effect. 

If the Oommissioner’s interpretation 
be sustained, it is safe to say that the 
City will not purchase the old Hospital 
lot at the yery large price which the Gov- 
ernment haye seen fit todemand. The 
matter may quite possibly form the subject 
of litigation, asitis not at all probable 
that the Corporation will tamely surrender 
the rights which they contend they have in 
this valuable piece of property.

The Boundary Award. 

The Globe, in reviewing the debate on 
the address in the Untario Legislature, says: 

The Government have ayowed their de- 
termination to take all necessary eteps not to 
get bat to keep the awarded territory, and 
prevent it from being filohed away from this 
Province, and in this determination they are 
carrying the Awembly and the country with 
them, 

This is a gross mistatement of the case, 
The disputed territory never legally came 
into possession of Ontario, and in order to 
show the true position of the question, we 
give the following statement of Sir Francis 
Hincks, who was one of the Arbitrators, to 
the Canadian Spectator : 

The question was: what is the western 
boundary of Ontario? For many years it has 
been lefc undecided, and there were not want- 
ing people in Ontario who claimed that their 

rovince was only bounded by the Rocky 

ountains, But the Dominion Government 
stepped in and carved the province of Mani- 
toba ont of the Great North-West. This done, 
there was a tract of land lying between Mani- 
toba and Ontario to which both Ontario and 
the Dominion Government laid claim, Finally 
arbitration was agreed upon, the Ontrrio 
Government binding itself by an Aot of the 
Legislative Assembly to abide by the decision 
of the Arbitrators ; but the Dominion Govern- 
ment made no such law for itself, although Mr, 
Mackenzie was in power, The arbitrators were 
Sir William Ma;Dougall for the Dominion 
Government, Governor Wilmot for the Pro- 
vince of Ontario, and Sir Francis Hicks, ag 
third, by choice of both. After much and 
careful balancing of claims, #0 pros ap.1 cons, 
the arbitration was given in favor of Ontario, 
But the Dominion Government refused to act 
upon it, 

Asthe Globe has several times quoted 
Sir Francis on the subject of the award, 
if cannot question his eminence as an 
‘authority. It is,-then, apparent, on 
the authority of one of the Commissioners, 
who is beyond doubt thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with all the facts, that the Mackenzie 
Government assumed on this question 
an attitude precisely similar tothat which 
the present Government holds. The duty 
of the Ontario Government is therefore to 
endeavor to have the boundaries of the 
Province definitely adjusted, rather than 
to seize and keep territory to which it may 
be proved Ontario has no title. The 
proper course is to ascertain what our 
rights really are. It will be time enough 
to stand up for them, when they are at- 
tacked.
